And when a Miany-voi('e<i ap|)eal for 
tho story broke" from lis. grand- 
niaiiiinii lieHilaled for a inomoiit and 
and Hhook hor head, I lion looked 
across to grundupa, who nodded 



again, and after a litttlo pressing she 
tints bogiin: 

" You know, young people, that 
yon arc of good family only on your 
grandfatlior d .side and not on mine; 
for ho came of an old and honoral)lo 
stock, while my father was only a 
ship's bos'n. My father was killeif in 
a gi'cat sea tight, when I was only a 
lutlo child, and I was brought np by 
my grandfather, who was ostensibly 
a iioitt buildot and fisherman, but in 
reality a smuggler. A successful 
smuggler too! In those days smug- 
gling meant great risks and enormous 
pi-otits, for duties, especially on for- 
eign wines and spirits, was not only a 
proli tablo trade, but it was ropu ruble 
111 a peculiar sort of way ; for it re- 
()uired great connige iind skill. Eng- 
land was always at war in those days, 
and the smuggler ran tho risk of being 
siia|)ped up oy an enemy's cruiser as 
well as of falling into the clutches of 
a reveuuo cutter. In addition, there 
were the inovital)le chances and dan- 
gers of the sea. So tiiat a good smug 
gler had to be not only a man of great 
daring, but of great knowledge of 
navigation. IIo had to work into the 
harbor on tho darkest nights, for it 
was only on dark nights that he could 
venture on "a run" — witii the ut- 
most secrecy and disiiatch. To do 
that, he must know every inch of his 
way. be able to distinguish landmarks 
and buoys wlioro an unpracticed eye 
would only see indistinct blackness, 
and know to a nicety tho time the 
tide turned, tho twists of the sand- 
banks, and tho position of sunken 
rocks. 

My grandfather could neither read 
nor write, and he had, as I think for 
that reason, a wonderful memory. 
IIo was assisted in his work by my 
two uncles, both illileralo men like 
himserf ; and tho three .seemed to find 
their way, thro' long practice and 
iicnt.o observation, as if by instinct, 
'riiore was only one channel leading 
to the landing-place ; tho month of 
the little river where we lived being 
almost choked by sandbanks, which 
rail out to some distance. It was 
necessary to bit this channel a con- 
siderable way out at sea, and it small 
black buoy bobbed np and down to in- 
dicate its commencement. One side 
of tho harbor was formed by a lino of 
rocks, jutting out to some length and 
slielvingdown gradually into the water; 
and tho buoy was distant from tho 
extremity of these rocks about throe- 
fpiarters of a milo. This hoadlimd 
was called the point. 

Tho black buoy, n mere speck on 
the waters, was hard enough for any 
one to find in broad day; yet my grand- 
father never failed to Iind it in the 
dark — for of course it was only a moon 
less niglit that lie could hope to run a 
cargo The usual course of proceeding 
was this: Tho lugger arrived off onr 
coast at nightftdl, lay to until asignitl 
WHS Hashed from onr friends on shore, 
and then found the entrance to onr 
channel and worked in with tho tide. 
It was necessary to bo very careful in 
hitting off the channel at first whore 
the buoy was, or they might ultimately 
run on the sunken rocks at the ex- 
tremity of tho point. 

Grandfather and I lived in n pretty 
cottage at one extremity of tho village. 
Our houce was better than most of 
the others, for grandfather had money 
in tho bank, and was well-to do. The 
cottage was covered with honey-suckle 
and creepers; at tho back was n well 
stock(>d kitchen garden; in front wivs 
agiMs.sy bank sloping down to tho sand 
at its jun(!lion with which stood our 
wooden boat bouse. Hy tho boat 
house lay three or four of our boats, 
broad, strong and unwieldy, and op- 
posite the boat houso wore tho moor- 
ings of tlie Little Lady, our naughty, 
fast sailing clover little lugger. 

I had ft very independent, ir- 
regular kind of lifo. My grandfather 
was often away for days at a time, 
and tho olil woman who looked after 
the bouse — for grandmother was 
dead long since — would liavo had 
little lim« for scouring and cleaning 
if she had tried to look after me. I 
got a little book-learning from the 
old vicar, hut it was not enough to 
hurt me. No, my dears; I knew no 
Italian, or Latin, or algebra ; but my 
eyes were nope tlie less bright, my 
lungs none the less clear, my color 
none the less blooming, that I passed 
most of my days in nright sniishino 
and fresh air; I could run n couple 
miles and jump a gato ; I could 
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pull an oar with the best, biuI I could 
swim like a diiok.. I was tltorongbly at 
homo either on tho water or in it. 
The sea had no terrors or diffleultios 
for m», except, uneli as it was a plea- 
sure t.t; overcome. So at sixteen. I 
am told, I was a frosh-oolored, free 
limbed, briglit-oycd youug maid, 



whoso only trouble was her long 
tresses of thick brown liair, and who 
bothered her head very little with tho 
other sex. 

Not bnt that I had my admirers. 
But they were limited in quantit)*und 
coarse in qusility. I mean rough ; 
manly enongii, but lacking in that 
refinement wliicli a young girl in any 
rank of life always longs for, and with 
sometimes sad r"esnlt-s. Anyhow, the 
bold yonng fishermen who made 
sheepish overtures to my formidable 
self, excited nothing on my part bnt 
polite amusement, and f was quite 
lieart-whole. I was very happy, had 
a wonderful appetite, and sound in 
mind and limb ; and perhaps, young 
people, you have to thank tlie rough 
freotiom of my early lifo for the ex- 
cellent constitutions which yon now 
enjoy. 

On a certain day in September, 
when I was nearly seventeen years of 
age, my grandfather being absent on 
one of Ills expcilitions, and expected 
l)ack at niglit, 1 set ott for one of tho 
long rambles in the country, which I 
was in the habit of taking 'when ho 
was away. As I was not' allowed to 
o off in this fashion when my grand- 
ather was at home, I made a big day 
of it, starting immediately after 
breakfast, and taking some broad and 
meat with mo for dinner. I rambled 
much farther than I intended, lost 
my way more than once, and the 
night was coming on apace when I 
returneil. Tired and footsore, I was 
taking a short cut over tho heathory 
cliffs, where was only a narrow track 
made by tho sheep, when amidst my 
dreamy anticipations of supper and 
bed, came the recollection of a little 
.serge bathing suit, which I had 
meant to fetch in tho morning in 
order to repair it. The little cave 
where I kept it was among tho rocks 
of the point, and from where I was, 
being already on tho seaward side of 
the village, it was not far distant. 
So I stepped out and soon came to 
the little gully or ravine in tho rocks 
which led to my cave, and np which, 
in the course of the niglit, our 
smuggled treasures would be stealthily 
conveyed. Carts used to stand at the 
upper end of it to take them away. 

I slipped into my cave, felt for my 
dross and found it, and too lazy just 
then to face tho ascent up the gully 
again, stood gazing out to sea, and 
wondering where my grandfather was 
at that moment. Thou I turned 
lomeward. I had got about a third 
of the way up the gully, which was 
very dark, when I heard a strange 
sound. I stopped to listen. It was 
not the scream of a sou bird nor the 
moaning of the sea. It came down 
tho gully and drew nearer. It beat, 
beat, with a little, very distinct jingling 
sound. It was the tramo of men and 
tho clink of steel. Soldiers ! I had 
never seen any, but I gno.ssed what 
they were. In a moment I had scram- 
bled cautiously up the rocks and hid- 
den behind a ledge. I crouched per- 
fectly still, with every sen.se on the 
alert. Suddenly tho measured tramp 
ceased, and presently two men came 
slowly down tho gully talking in 
low voices. They wore long cloak.s, 
and their weapons jingled us they 
walked. They passed me and stood 
at tho lower eiid of the gullv. Tlie 
air was very still, and I coufd hear 
every word they said. 

"This is tho place, sir," said the 
bigger and stout of tho two. "The 

f;ood8 are landed a little to the loft 
lere, carried nji the gully, and re- 
ceived at the top by tho carts. The 
carts stand whore we came down." 

Tho other, who bv the ease of his 
bearing and tho doforenco of the big 
man, I took to be an ollicer, bud a 
paper in his hand. IIo looked around 
him, evidently taking in tho features 
of tho place. 

" There won't bo any carta to-night, 
sergeant," he said in a pleasant voice. 
"The people in tho village know wo 
are hero, and uro sure to warn them. 
I ho)w tboy won't manage to warn 
the man wo want." 

" Not tlioy, sir," answered the ser- 
geant confidently. " Not a boat can 
leave the harbor without its being 
stopped by onr men ; and not a man 
can leave the village and come in the 
direction of tho Point, if you j>ost the 
men as I venture to suggest.' Here 
the conversation became inaudible 
for a mojiicnt. " A man at tlio top 
of tho gully, sir, and the others at in- 
tervals on the seaward side of the vil- 
lage. You and I, sir. to manage the 
signal down here, and then I step up 
to the man at the top of tho gully, 
one calls in another, and wo are till 
down here ready to receive them." 

" By all means," said the ofVicer ; 
and as yon know the place and 1 
don't, jou had bettor post tho men.

Tho sergeant produced something, 
probably a lantern, from under Ins 
cloak. " Here is the signal, sir ?" 

"Then we're right. Now post tho 
men." The sergeant saluted, and 
clanked un tho gully; while tiie oflicer 
walked slowly toward the w:iter and 
stood at tho edge — .some distance from 
me, for tho tide was getting low — with 
his head bowed, and his hands clasping 
tho i)apor behind his back — I ventur- 
ed to breathe freely again, and began 
to review tho situation. What did it 
all mean ? It meant that the au- 
thorities had got wind of the grand- 
fatlior's doings, and had sent this de- 
tachment of soldiers to take him in 
the act. It must be my grandfather, 
because there was no one else in the 
village likely to bo aimed at. And if 
they caught him. w;lv't then ? What 
was this form (if words that kept 
ringing in my ears over and over 
again ? "Transportation for life !" 
What was that ? It was no nncom- 
mon punishment, I had heard, for a 
smuggler taken, as my gr;ind father 
was likely to bo, red-hainlod. For a 
moment the hopo flashed into my 
head that ho might not come that 
niglit. But no I The wind was light, 
and not unfavorable ; there was no 
suggestion of a fortunate storm in the 
sky, and I knew that our friends with 
the wagons had arranged to come and 
that all was in readiness. My heart 
sank witliin mo as I thought of my 
old grandfather's gray hairs dishonor- 
ed in the felon's dock — for I had 
once soon a man tried — and his kind 
old face bidding me farewell foiuver. 
I bowed my head upon my hands and 
longed to cry. 

Suddenly I r«i.^d,niy head, and my 
heart beat with a bold resolve. I 
would save him. Yes. I I T'le skill 
that I had attained for my own 
heedless pleasure should be put to 
stern service. My resolve was this. 
When the lugger showed her signal in 
answer to that treacherous oiio from 
shore. I would swim out to the 
buoy, and keep niy.sclf afloat at tho 
entrance of the channel until I could 
hail onr people and warn them of 
their danger. 

I never hesitated after I had formed 
this resolution. I forgot that I was 
tired and hungry, pntaside the thought 
of and exhaustion in the water, and 
began instantly to make my ))repara- 
tioiis. On tho narrow ledge of rocks 
wiicre I now knelt, I undressed and 
put on my little bathing dress, which 
consisted only of a tunic and drawers. 
My own clothes I made into a bundle 
and stowed awivy behind a stone. 
Then, like a cat, I clambered up the 
rocks, hiding behind every projection, 
and keeping a fearful watch upon the 
.sentinel at the head of tho gully. 
Fortunately, the gully was not very 
deep. When I got to the top, I crept 
on my hands and feet until I judged 
I was woll out of sight, and started 
for tho end of tho point. I took my 
time, for there was no hurry, and I 
had to husband my strength ; and at 
last I reached the rock from which I 
meant to start. There I sat down to 
wait. 

I did not know the time and could 
only guess it by calculating from the 
sunset. How long should I have to 
wait ? How long did I wait ? Heaven 
knows ; but it seemed an age. I got 
sleepy from my dtiy's exertion. The 
night air was cold, too, and my cloth- 
ing, howevet wislf'' .'^^jtod foi" ex- 
orcise, was somewhat scanty for 
sitting in. Besides, it was damp. The 
wretchedness of that long watch 
comes over mo now. Oh ! would the 
slow minutes never pass ? 

Thicker and thicker grew the 
gathering darkness. The waters and 
the heavens were blended in obscur- 
ity, and there, at the end of the 
rocks, 1 sat patiently, a poor little 
figure shivering in the gloom, listen- 
ing to tho lap of the waves aa thi\v 
beat upon tho rocks, and i»eering out 
to sea with my heart in my* eyes. I 
waited so long that I believe that I 
may have fallen asleep and missed the 
signal, and at the thought I was bury- 
ing my face in my hands to give way 
to desp.^ir, when sontelhing stopped 
me — and flash ! faroutou thedarksea, 
tiiero it wrtB I T .4nr;ing to my feet, 
every nerve t "The moment 

for action had .... ,.>*!. 

I paused for a moment to picture 
to myself the bearings of the buoy. I 
knew exactly how it lay from the 
point, for I had swam around it often 
enough. But not in the dark ! Now 
with the wator » vast black plain 
mingling with ■iho black sky ; not 
, with tho fear of sinking to those mya- 
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terious depths, unseen, unheard, nn- 
helped. But I never liositatcd. Into 
the cold flood I jilunged, and struck 
out boldly in the direction I hat! 
determined upon. After a few vigor- 
ous strokes the sense of active exer- 
cise, exultation in physical power 
and use of skill, overcame my misgiv- 
ings. But they came on agiiin when 
I looked tijjon thtit murky waste of 
water. Coidd I be snre I was going 
in the rigiit direction? Might 1 not 
swim and swim and never find that of 
which I was in search, lose myself 
and become oxhanstod — to sink 1 
ueatli that silent sky alone ? 

But on I went, s'truggling hard to 
keep my wits about me in spite of the 
horrors that would rush over my 
brain again and again. It was hard 
physical work, too, for the tide was 
coming in ; there were breakers in 
the shadows, and in the channel the 
stream wtis fast f.iid strong. It was 
imi»ossible to see more than a few 
yards ahead, level as I was with the 
water. With the tide running so 
hard against me, it was difficult to 
judge how far out I had succeeded in 
getting. Once I all but gave up. I 
got out of the channel among the 
breakers, and the buffeting and beat- 
ing bewildered mo, so that I fell in a 
sort of panic. I threw myself on my 
back, and in the very act — thanks to 
my practised eyesight, that could 
more or loss see in tho dark — I caught 
sight of tho buoy. There it was, 
bobbing up and down, looking to me 
like a thing of life. I swam to it and 
kept clo.se by. It was like a friend in 
all this desolation of heaving .seas. 
But now came tho worst watch of the 
whole. The lugger must inevitably 
pass within hail of mo; but what if 
my strength was ebbing fast. I had 
been withotit food since noon, I had 
walked many miles, swimming is an 
exacting exercise, and I had still to 
exert myself resolutely with the tide 
fast, to maintain my present position. 
My limbs moved mechanically, my 
head was dull and heavy, and there 
was ii sort of tingling in my ears. I 
knew I was going fast. 

A litttlo gleam of parting waters, a 
black mass looming blacker than dark- 
ness and I Bummonded all my energies 
for a stout " Little Lady, ahoy I " 

A voice came from the darkness, 
" Little Lady it is. Who are you ?" 

" Lay to and throw a rope over 
your starboard quarter." 

Tho lugger was not thirty yards 
distant. I made my last effort and 
swam to her. A ropo was thrown ; 
they liauldd me on board ; and I had 
just time to get my warning before I 
fell fainting on the deck. 

When I came to, the last keg of our 
cargo was being lowered into the sea. 
We were some little distance up the 
t^oast, and floats were attached to the 
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them again. So expeditiously was 
all this dono that it was only some two 
hours afterward when we beat cau- 
tiously up the clianni?l and cast anchor 
opposite the mouth of the gully. Wo 
pulled ashore in our boat. As she 
grounded and wo leaped out, dark 
figures started up around, lights flash- 
eu upon us, and we were surrounded 
by soldiers. " In the king's name," 
said the young officer, advancing with 
his sword drawn and his cloak thrown 
back to see his scarlet uniform. 

It was a picturesque group illumi- 
nated by the flickering light of the 
soldiers' torches. My tall old grandsire 
with his weather-beaten face and gray 
hair ; the boyish, hand.somo young 
officer, bright with scarlet and steel; 
the stolid seamen in their jerseys 
and sonwesters ; the soldiers with 
their bronzed faces and glittering 
accoutrement ; and, I suppose, myself 
keeping under shelter of my stalwart 
grandsire, disffuised as I was in a suit 
of oilskins anil a big so'-wester that 
almost covered my relwllious hair. 

My grandfather said nothing when 
the young lieutenant ordered tho ser- 
geant to board the fugger, and only 
a quiet twinkle of his Keen gray eye 
showed his enjoyment of the scone. 
Ho stood looking up at tho sky, 
while tho lieutenant kept his eyes fi.xed 
on tho ground, and toyed with his 
sword belt. The soldiers had to row, 
and clumsily enough they did it, pro- 
voking one of tho stolid seamen to a 
loud guffaw which was instantly 
suppressed. 

rho sergeant was back again protty 
soon, his red face purple with wrath.

newspaper. Mr. Wilkinson also wrote 
OS, denying that be bad written the 
card— and we bt-lieve him. The hand 
writing on the Cdnl, and the language 
used, is entirely diflferent from what 
Mr. Wilkinson would have written. 
Moreover, we potsess other cards the 
handwriting on which beara a bus 
picions r(K ' " '! to that on the 
forged ca I 1 ■<; doubt not but an 

expert in chirography could easily in- 
dicate the party who made use of Mr. 
Wilkinson'* signature. On the re- 
verse ride of the forged card is the 
address: " Mr. Wm. Acheaon, Ran- 
dolph, MaiiS.," and also tbe postmarks 
" Fall River, Jul. 1, Mass." and " Rtn 
dolph, Jul. 3-18 [obliterated] .Mass.'' 
Therefore, there is no doubt bnt 
the card waa sent, and that it is a 
forgery ; but, who is the forger ? Waa 
Harry White in Fall River on the 1st 
of July t If he was not, it would seem 
that the accusation of forgery can not 
be applied \jii him. It is onr opinion 
that neith«;r Mr. White nor Mr. Til- 
linghast had any hand in the pro<1nc- 
tion of the forged card sent to Wm.

.1 !iti«« a»d upright iutegrily, and 
even thtu it U necessary that their fidelity should 
be watched and gturded by a higher power, or by 
the people. It is their mission to take the afflict- 
ed of a stite, and sometimes from a very low 
order of parental training,' and make men and 
women of them ; fit for society, fit for f ature 
nsefulnem. And for ttiat high and important 
mission, for that service, they are paid. And 
surely it is their duty to guard the live* of their 
pupils, as well as their morals and intellect. 
Doubly reprehensible then is the act of turning 
a fmpil with an infection* disease from the 
protecting fold upon any unwary community. 
Not only are tlie buiduess interests of a neigh- 
Utrhooi alTeeted by such acts, but the system is 
raclied, the beart bleeds, death ensues, and the 
expense* and intermptions incident to tbat must 
be borne. We say, then, let a speedy investi- 
gation be made, and a condign puniabmeot fol- 
low to the perpetrat'jrs of the act.

Very moob to his sur- 
prlae, a young man among the auditor* rose and 
said, "lam. Sir." The interpreter wm sworn. 
Mr. Tliompsun took the stand and testified that 
ibe deaf-mnte had come into hia laundry and 
made mme motion* which he could not onder- 
stand. A moment after the defendant had gone 
out, a boy came in and said that the deaf-mnte 
got away with two shirts. Tliomps<jn ran out 
after bim, aud the mute threw away the bundle 
whicfa Thompson picked up and found to contain 
two shirts. The interpreter ran off the allega- 
tion* on bis floger*. The defendant, with hia 
hands, fe>^, face, and eyes, made an apparently 
indignant reply.

Deaf-mute societies in Now York 
are Rpringing up in every direction 
like toadstools on a hot summer day. 

Tho boom started by the Catholic 
Literary Union a few years ago, seems 
U) bo catching. Fi;llowing its or- 
ganization, came the " Social Union," 
of which HO much was expected, but 
whose career was short an<l sweet ; 
then came tho Twilight Union, next 
up popped the Germmi Club. Then 
'ho "Guild of Silent Workers." 
Next? 

Tlio only societies of real benefit at 
present writing, are tho Manhattan 
fjiterary Association and tho Catholic 
Literary Union. Tho " Guild of Si- 
lent Workers " is expected, in"* a few 
vcars, to cast all others in tho shadf!. 
[f it is managed in a utanner to suit 
all, it is possible tbat such u thing 
may bo done, as it ntimbers aiiiong 
lis members the most intelligent and 
influential deaf-mutes in New York, 
if not in the United States. 

If Mr. .Jac(|iies Loow wislies to 
really benefit deaf mutes, tho best 
t.hiiig ho could do with that one 
hundred and twenty dollars he col- 
lected, (and which was collected for 
i:harilnble purposes) would be to pre- 
sent it to the " Guild of Silent Work 
■rs" instead of csusing trouble among 
I certain sot of deaf mules, who. 
being all German, and having ideas of 
flieir own as to who shall and who 
shall not be admitted to their Society, 
refuse to subriiit to his ruling « la 
John Kelly. 

Tliere arc too many deaf-mutes so- 
cieties in New York. It will bo itii 
possible to support all. If any deaf- 
mute really wishes to join a good so- 
ciety, why not join the Manhattan 
fjiterary Association or Catholic Lite- 
rary Union? 

These societies have demonstrated 
that they are all that could reasonably 
be expected of them, and they deserve 
'.lie hearty support of all deaf mutes.

Ood. my (tod, why liaxtTliou forHnken nio'i"" 

Here then, dear friends, is the Key of Heaven. 
11 is lovo. There is none other that I know of, 
for love and faith cannot bo separateil. They are 
things which Ood has Joined together. Lot no 
man Hivik to jiiit tlieiii aHiindor. 

It is love lovo for Jesns Christ. Homotlilng 
of that love for ChriHt whorowllli tho Father 
lovsd lllni. Homo of the power whicli comes 
fniin the love which makes us lovo another oven 
asChrlHl loved us, for lie has made us all bielli- 
reii one with another.

HTRUCK BY A TR A IN. 



AN AOEI) deaf man UKCEIVK.'i FATAL 
INJUIltKS AT TUB EUZABBTH 
STllKKT CnOS.SINO, 



Binghamton (X. 1'.) lyeader, Feb. 12. 

John Egbert, an aged man, receiv- 
ed injuries at tho Elizabeth street 
railroad crossing about 1 o'clock to- 
<lay, that will probably result in his 
death. While crossing the I). L. & 
W, (racks at the iiliovc place, he was 
struck by pa.ssenger train No. 4, go- 
ing east, (iue at this station at 12:50, 
and thrown sonie distance against a 
board |)ilo at the side of the tracks. 

The train wa.s slopped, and the nn- 
fcu'tuiialo man picked up and taken to 
his home on I'jiizabotli sireol, a short 
(listaiico from tho cro.saing. Dr. Tha- 
yer was hastily sumtnoncd, and upon 
an examination it was found that he 
had received serious injuries. 

There were two bad cuts, about 
three inches long, leaving tlio skull 
bare. Tho loft hip was terribly bruis- 
ed, and ollior bad injuries were found 
on (liireront parts of the body. 

The injured man was able to talk, 
aud asked what had struck him. 
His injuries are considered fatal. A 
person who witnessed the affair says 
that Mr. Egbert had waited on the 
tracks for a western bound coal train 
to |ms8, and did not sec liie train 
coming from the west. 

The engineer gave tho usual warn- 
ing of danger, by blowing the whistle 
and ringing boll, luit as Egbert was 
deaf he did not;.. hoar them. Tho 
train was ruiiiiing itt unusually slow 
speed when the iKridont occurred. 

Egbert is well-kiioivii in the city an 
a man who sold spectacles. Ho is 
said to have once lieen a Member of 
Assembly in Massacliiiaetts, but by 
his peculiar actions during his resi- 
dence here, he was thought to bo a 
little out of his mind.

The New Jerney Institution. 



Editor ok the Jouknai, : 

Deak Sin : — In your issue of Febru- 
ary 1st, is a communication in ro- 
feronce to the New Jersoy Institution, 
in which tho plan by which tho build- 
ing is now being remodeled, is cri 
ticised because too many iron pillars 
aro introduced. 

Allow ine to say that the plana and 
specifications call for pillars iu only 
one room, the pupils dining room, 
which is in Iho basomont. 

These pillars are aV)soluto1y neces- 
sary to'tlio safety of the building, for 
the reason that each of the two rows 
snnports a brick wall running from 
the first lloor lo the roof, which, but 
for the pillars, would have no direct 
support. 

As the room iu which the vision is 
thus interrupted is not intended for 
lectures or similar exercises, no great 
harm will bo done, since the view of 
tho food supply will not be interfered 
with. OnsKnvKR. 



OIVILIZATION. 

After stating and illnslrating the 
'law of natural selection," which 
" destroys all animals thai can not in 
every respect help themselves,' he 
defined civiliz.ation as rcsnlling from 
tho success of beings associated in a 
war againit natural selection. 

Having in the former lecture ar- 
gued tliat man was tho only civilized 
being, he considered the question 
wheliiex civilization is possible among 
brutes, and compared the association 
of bees, ants, rooks; etc., with human 
civilization. 

He then showed that mm. in a state 
of isolation, pould not possibly defeat 
the hiw of natural selection nor rise 
above savagery, 

Then, tracing the probable course 
of civilization, he spoke of men's ear- 
liest combinations for the purpose of 
keeping and getting the necessaries 
of life, leading to war, to conquest, to 
division of liibor, to accumulation of 
goods, to opportunity for leisure, to 
cultivation of meiaorj', to improve- 
ment in language, to poetic narration, 
to drawing and painting, and the cul- 
tivation of all the arts and tho sci- 
ences. 

He briefly alluded to the possibility 
of certain .savage tribes having de- 
generated, and concluded that iu his- 
toric times, there ha«l been among 
savages and civilized peoples both de- 
velopment and degradation, and there 
was no proof, whatever, that (here 
had not been similar vicissitudes be- 
fore history begai[v..rthat what is cer- 
tainly true throughout all historic lime, 
may be true of pre-historic man.

Tobacco In tlie Institution. 



Under the hypothesis that all im- 
proper influences be removed from the 
pupils in our Institutions, I would like 
to ask why they continue to employ 
teachers and principals who are ad- 
dicted to the use of tobacco in 
either or both of the forma of chewing 
and smoking. Tnis may be acconnted 
for. in part, by the fact that members 
of most school boards are consumers 
of the weed, and, consequently, do not 
care to question too clo»«-ly the habits 
of those whom they employ. Of all 
the naes of t^jbacco, chewing is the 
most disgusting. How any one can, 
first, deliberately befoul his mouth 
with enormouH quids of tobacco and, 
secondly, p<jllute every place ho in- 
hat>its with the filthy spittle, is one 
of those mysteries past finding out. 
No one, not even the most inveterate 
consumer, will deny that chewing is 
an indecent habit, and being such it is 
a very improper influence among the 
boys in our Institutions. Smoking, 
too, tlmngh not so disgusting and 
improper, has a deleteriotis influence 
on young people. 

Smoking and chewing are expensive 
habits and, too, in the liglit of advanc- 
ed medical science, tobacco has a 
poisonous influence upon the system. 
If not poisonoos, why cannot a person 
initiate himself into its nse without 
becoming sick ? By beginning with 
a very little, and gradually increasing 
the quantity, a person may l>ecome an 
arsenic eater, yet none dare say 
arsenic is not a deadly poison. It is 
becoming a common practice among 
physicians before pret-cribiug to ask 
this question : " Do yon nse tobacco T" 
They find ther must make allowance 
for the evil effect the narcotic has up- 
on the system. The practice of smok- 
ing and chewing provokes thirst, 
which, in time, lea<ls the victim to the 
beer mug. We seldom see a liabitnal 
smoker and chewer who is not also a 
•Irinker. One of the many needful 
things deaf mutes should be taught, is 
frugality at the expense of selfishness 
though not ot generosity. Smoking 
and drinking are extremely expensive 
luxuries, lavished on self without a 
Mpurk of generosity to relieve the su 
blime selfinhness of t):e consumer, and 
ohonfd be strenuously discouraged. 

Children are great imitators. They 
do as their elders do. 1/ their precep- 



tors and superiors are smokers and 
chewers, they will|certainly be counter- 
parts of them to \ greater or less ex 
tent, perhaps frequenters of saloons, 
where they will squander what they 
should save. Now, are we doing our 
whole duty townrd our pupils by 
allowing them to form such injurious 
habitat We owe it to tliem to give 
them the best that lies in our power. 

We educate by example and by off- 
hand remarks, just as surely as by 
systematic training. A careless re- 
mark or pithy saying is seized upon 
by pupils and retained when long «tu 
died lessons and precepts are quickly 
forgotten. The same with example. 
Occasional acts and continued habits 
are quickly noted. In the youthful 
mind they seem to be " big " and 
"smart,'' and they are all eagerness to 
go and do likewise. Are they to be 
blamed ? Not at all. The blaino is 
all on the other side. 

Among the pupils congregated at 
our schools from all parts of the conn- 
try and from all grades of society, 
there are many, taken from evil in- 
tlaences which they soon learn are tad 
and should be avoided. Thus the 
good iuflaence of iho school counter- 
acts the evils of home life. So far, so 
good. But are all the influences of 
rtchool life as good as they should bo? 
As long as teachers and principals are 
open consumers of tobacco, they are 
not. As long as boys se«) their snpe 
riors, up jh whom they are taught to 
look as moral and social guides, UHing 
tobacco, it is utterly iinpoHHit)Ie to in- 
fluence them not to form habits which 
they may regret in after life. 

There are thousands of intelligent 
men who devoutly wish they hail 
never touched tobacco. Can we 
doubt that many boys now forming 
the haV>it of smoking or chewing, will 
be haunted with the same vain regrets 
In consideration of thi", would it not 
be a charity to take pains in forming 
habits in our boys that may be a blcsM- 
ing to them and not a curse. But in 
ordt-r to acoomplish this, there must 
be example as well as precept. There 
are too many parents wedded to tobiic 
CO who wish their children to esrapa 
the bondage to whicli they are subject- 
ed, and there are others who, liiiting 
the very name of tobacco, naturiilly 
desire their boys to grow up free from 
its use. But in those Institutions 
where teachers and pripcipals openly 
puff " Havanas'' and chew their "fine 
cut," these pupils are almost sure to 
contract the habit, and the wishes of 
their parents will he ignored. 

On the other hand, there are in the 
profession many excellent men who 
use tobacco and whose services c:ju1<1 
not be dispensed with, but would it not 
be a noble thing if, seeing their way 
clearly, these teachers would give up 
the practice for the sake of their pu- 
pils? Such an act of self-denial would 
increase their efficiency, and make 
them just so much more valuable to 
the Institutions which they scrvr-. 

" A school is jmlged by its gradua 
tes,'' and that school which s'jnds out 
the fewest consumers of tobacco can- 
not be judged harshly. Hence, in con- 
clusion, I would ask : Is it not impera 
tive to surround the pupils in our In- 
stitutions with the very best infliKmce, 
and is the habit of smoking and chew- 
ing among teachers such ? It is the 
teacher who molds the character and 
forms the habits of the pupil, and "as 
the twig is bent the tree is inclined." 
I cannot think it is wise to bring any 
influence to hear upon the young idea 
that will incline toward extravagance, 
selfishness and uncleanliness. 

If this article will induce others to 
think 'right hard " on the subject, it 
will have served its purpose.

der their windows in Broadway, a 
year or two ago, and one day took 
French leave of Ihcm all, now shows 
away as one of the ' nobility and per- 
sons of distinction in Dublin.' His

but when the hour of trial comes, for- 
sake him in a body. A man may 
have a thousand intimate acqnain- 
lanc<!S of the toady kind, and not one 
fiiend worthy or that name among 
them all. In fact, n true friend does 
iii>t flatter and toady. He is not 
afraid of pointing out his frienils' 
errors on prqper occanion, because he 
knows that bis friend would despiHC 
him, if ho caught him flittering him.

The Boniton Navy Yard. 



A Washinghton Conespondont writes 
that the Boston Navy Yard lia.s given 
the department a good deal of trouhlo 
of liitc. In the Cook-Nicholson affair 
I learn some intorcsting facts touching 
the connection of Mr. Henry Cabot 
Lodge tlierowith. That geiiMenian 
made the removal of Mr. Cook a 
porsotial matter, and has plied, and is 
still plying, tlio Secretary of the Navy 
with letters on the subject. Every 
little scrap of newspaper abuso aimed 
at Kcpresentativo IJowmati since that 
gontleman secured Cook's restoration 
to the ranks of woikmen eligible for 
employment in the governmoiit yards, 
has also been sent to the department. 
It has occasioned remarks hero that a 
gentleman so conspicuous as a Civil 
Service Reformer, should liavo boon 
so active in securing the lotnoval of 
Cook, whoso record was excellent, and 
Iho appointment of Nichol.son, whoso 
record is, to say the least, not iil toge- 
ther clca'r. Cook is a man of ex- 
cellent personal cliariicter, u skilled 
shipwright of twenty nine years' ox- 
pr-ricnce, a soldier who not only serv- 
ed in tho war for tlio Union but was 
severely wounded at tho battle of 
South Mountain, and against whom 
ilujro never was anything until lliis 
political storm was raised. That 
storm, it appears, never would have 
been raised if Cook hud only tniincd 
with Iho clique at t,lio Navy Yard 
whicli favored Mr. Lodge's Congrcs- 
sionul iiBpiratioii. As to Nicholson, 
wlmso iippoiiitmcnt in Cook's place 
.Mr. Lodge was so largely iiistrnmoiilal 
ill securing, the following entry 
ii.p|K!ara in the log-hook kept at tho 
Foreman Siiipwright.s' ollico in tho 
yard, iiml a copy whereof has been 
sent on hero : 

"April 19th, 1870— John L 
Nicholson, forrncrlv a Quariermaater 
of Borers, was this day disciiargcd — 
cause — smuggling whiskey on board 
the Congress to sailors — By order of 
the Commandant." 

Since Nicholson's appointment it is 
learned hero that, though ho has the 
rank and pay of foreman, lie does 
not perform foroman's duties, but has 
been working in tlio "mill." Alto- 
jrctlier it seems to he a curious com- 
plication for a gentleman with so high 
a reputation as a Reformer as Mr. 
Lodge has to be involved in. 

It is expected that Mr. John L. 
Frisbce will ho uppoiiitcd in i)liicc of 
.Mr. Nicholson very soon. One of the 
topics of intoroat to local poliliciiins is 
tho recent movements in reliilioii to 
ilesirod Navy Yard appointmonls. 
Some two weeks ago, Mr. Frishec, a 
Quarlermiwtor in tho Construction 
Department, applied for a Icavo of 
absence, and liaving obtained it, 
rumor soon after located him in 
Washington. It was hinted that he 
was an applicant for the position of ii 
Naval Constructor, and he carried 
with liiin ciulorHcmeiits ot many 
citizens, prominent and otherwise. 
The Secrotary having decided tlnit 
there was no room f(n- buoIT an 
appointment, an attempt was ma.lo to 
secure the removal of Foreman 
Nicholson and tho promotion of Mr. 
Frisbce, who was a qitarterman under 
him. Scott.

A largo pio manufacturer in New 
York Hiiys his firm's present rate of 
constirnption of flour alono is 0,850 
pounds daily, represcntitig at a rough 
estimalo 25,000 pies. The daily re- 
ceipts are about $1,500. Tlio firm 
emyloys 150 persons, and the weekly 
wages bill amouiHs to t2,400. 

"To whom do you sell?" was 
asked. 

" To bakeries, rcHtaurants, hotels, 
and latterly to a largo number of 
private families. Wo keep sixty-six 
liorses constantly going, and our con- 
stituency covers New York City, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City. Williamsbitrg, 
.Sta'ten Island, Mount Vernon luiil 
Bergen Point." 

" Yes. At this season wo aro run 
on largely for mince jiics, pumpkin 
and apple. The Saturday prcjceding 
Christmas, we used ten tons of mince, 
and made it all ourselves. Into this 
minco we poured the contents of fifty 
casks of wino and 100 barrels of 
braiiily. You look surprised, but 
this 18 ft fact." 

"In iiddition to this, we arc now 
consuming daily six hogsheads of the 
best New Orleans sugar, six tierces of 
firo dried lard, 330 pottnds to the 
tierce. Wo do not use any steam 
dried lard at all, as it loses its sweet- 
ness. Then we con»ninc forty bar- 
rels of green ap[»les, ten barrels of 
eggs and four of currants a day. 

" In tlio fruit sciiHoii, our daily con- 
sumption averages 100 barrels of 
huckleberries and forty crates of 
blackberries. You scio that |)ile of 
cases there ? Well, they c<«ntain 10,- 
000 citsex of apples, especially put up 
for our use, averaging twelve gallons 
can in n case. Tlicso are for uso in 
A|iril, May and June." 

" Does the pumpkin pic Iiold its 
own as formerly ?" 

" No. This good old ' institution,' 
as I may t<'rm it, seems to be going 
out of fashion. Pumpkin pio is now 
eaten mostly by elderly folks. Among 
the younger ones, cocoaiiut and cus- 
tard is taking its place." — A'. V. Jour- 
nal.
